Every one wo read Ool, Robert G. Inger- 
soll's letter on suicide in the Posr-Disraron 
yesterday must have been profoundly inter- 
ested. The reflections aroused by his senti- 
ments are at once engrossing and painful. 
May a man from curiosity, from principle or 
from despair lay aside, when he wishes, the 
Mortal robe that at once hides and 
identifes. his lighter essence? The robe 
being thrown aside hy necessity, or thrown 
of by caprice, may the individuality of the 
spirit be preserved? Does a higher power 
fesent the intrusion of the immortal part 
hurried there by an agent foreign to itself? 
Does voluntary departure from this life 
place the soulin jeopardy? May a man in 
the full exercise of his reason close upon 
himegelf the irrevocable door that shuts out 
the light of this world? 

Such are some of the questions raised by 
Col. Ingersoli’s views on suicide. 

The study of other men's views, of the cir. 
eumstances surrounding self-murder of con - 
spicuous men in history, may lead to an 
answer.

SOME CELEBRATED SUICIDES. 


Men of Frains and Men of Eravery Whe 
Have Hurried to the Hereafter. 


The cynic Cato, unwilling to survive the 
ruin of the Republic, met death by his own 
hand. When Coear heardof the event he 
exclaimed, Cato, Ienyy thee thy death, 
since thou hast deprived me ofthe honor of 
saving thy lite.“ It must be said that the 
suicide of Socrates, one of the ten great 
Athenian orators, was most deliberate. 


After the disastrous battle of Chae- 
ronea, he refused to eat, and so died at the 
age of 98. 

The death of Hemosthenes having been 
Gecreed, be took polson and died at Calauria 
In 8224. C. Such was the hurried exit of the 
man of whom Lord Brougham says: He 
was the first of orators, at the head of all 
the mighty masters of speech, the adoration 
of ages has conseerated his piace, and the 
loss of the nobie instrument with which he 
— — and laanched his thunders is sure to 
maintain it anapproacnabie foreve:.’’ 

Marcus Junius Brutus siew himeelf with 
his own sword after seeing his most devoted 
followers fall at the battle of Philippi. Cas 
sius, too, whom Brutus called ‘‘the last of 
tue Romans, Killed himeelt. 

MAN MASTER OF HIMSELF. 

The Stoics heid that man was his own 
master and that he should havé the right to 
ehoose the time, manner and place of his 
taking off. Nay, more, the gods smiled 
on him if he chose the fitting time. Zeno one 
Gay fell and hurt ale Anger. He took that as 
oA a hint that the gods were ready to receive 

m. 

**You want me. do you!“ he cried; ‘*then 1 
amready.’’ And, going apart, heat once 
Killed himself. Cleanthes starved himself to 
death. Yet Cleanthes was, in early life, a 
professional athiete. The Epicureans, the 
antitheses of the Stoics, taught that when

LEGALIZED SUICIDE. 

The Pandectae of Justinian held that sul- 
Gide was rendered legitimate dy certain 
causes: 

**Disgust at life, 

**Ineurabie physical suffering. 

The death of one beloved. 

»The shame of an unpayable debt. 

** Desire for distinction, 

„Insanity. 

**Idlocy. 

Ana for women they added one more—ioss 
ot honor. All other suicides were punisha- 
ble dy deprivation of funeral rites and the 
forfeiture of the individual’s property. But 
itis dificult to see what other causes would 
Grive mento seek their own lives save re- 
morse, and that is and always has been a 
most infrequent motive. The Roman legis- 
lation then practically declared every man 
at liberty to die—every man except slaves and 
soldiers, for the death of one robbed his 
master of a chattel; of the other, deprived 
Rome ofa defender. 


THE BIBLE AND 6ELF-MURDER. 
In spite of Shakespeare, in Hamiet’s spite, 
there is not inthe Whole bibie any ‘‘eanon 
*guinst self-siaughter.’’ Nor is there one 
condemnatory phrase in the many narrations 
of suicidal deaths contained in it. The in- 


junction, **ihow shalt not kill’’ nas been 
declared a condemnation of suicides. Far 
easier to make it condemn war and capital 
unishment. Yet the ingenuity of men is 
irected to creating the rifle that will shoot 
the fastest and the apparatus that will cause 
the éasiest judicial death. 

Direst self-murder was frequently com- 
mit by the earlier Christians. The Donat. 
ists of the Second Century would beg of 
trangers on the highway to kill them. Ool. 
meet! Gerides the ancient martyrs. 

Their belief taught them, he declares, 
„that if they recanted they would burn for 
everlasting. so they chosgtofry for a few 
minutes at the stake.’’ 

Bat martyrdom was eagerly sought. Magis- 
trates in the time of Hadrian had to whip 
away the crowds that came clamoring to be 
— 1 forthe Savior's sake. Aurius Antonius 
K to scarethem away by ordering a few 

o be executed. Al the more they crowded 
around his tribunal seat. 

Unhappy creatures, he exclaimed, 1 
so weary Of life can ye find no ropes or 
preciptces?’’ 

A STAKE THROUGH HIS HEART. 

The crusade spirit itself was buta rage to 
die for the ¢ross. But the Church so legis- 
lated as to create the opinion that few crimes 
were greater than self-murder.

The Thought That Buicide Displeases God 
Runs Thrévgh Literature. 

Necessarily the dramatists and poets have 
dealt with suicide. For do they not play on 
man’s passions and portray the results of 
man's emotions? Hamlet, in his soliloquy, 
carefully weighs the question of suicide. 
Hamlet, too, talks of the dread something 
after death—the ‘‘superstition’’ of which 
Col, Ingersoll wrote: 8

**Herein are they in extremes, he writes, 
that can allow a man to be his own assas- 
sin and so highly extoilthe end and suicide 
of Cato; this is indeed not to fear death, but 
vet to be afraid of life. It is a brave act of

And sure there is notorture tothe rack 
of a disease nor any poiniards in death itself 
like these in the way of prologue unto it. 

MONTAIGNE TO INGERSOLL. 

Hear Montaigne in reply to Ingersoll: - 

Many are ofthe opinion that we cannot 
quit this garrison ofthe world without the 
express command of him who has placed 
us in it, and that itappertains to God, who 
has placed us here, nut for ourselves only, 
but for his glory andthe service of others, 
to dismiss us when it shall best please him, 
and not for us to depart without his license;

No accidents can make 
true virtue turn her back: she seeks and re- 
quires evils, painsand grief as the things by 
which she is nourished and supported, The 
menace of tyrants, racks and tortures serve 
only to animate and rouse her.

SUICIDE BY IMITATION, 
- Two American instances this year show the 
tendency towards imitation. The suicide of 
Mrs. Edward Nunnemacher of Superior, 
Wis., so affected her sister, Miss Klla 
O*Rourke of St. Paul, that she, too, killed 
herself. And Mrs. Margaret Morgan of 
Demmler, Pa., hanged herself because her 
mind had been affected by the suicide of her 


son. It does not appear whether in these in- 
stances suicide was a family trait, but 
that it is often so is well attested. 
Two cases have occurred—one in 
Saxony, the other in the Tyrol—in 
which seven brothers hanged themselves 
one after the other. Voltaire knew a case 
where a fatherand his two sons took their 
lives at the same age, without any discover- 
able cause. Doubtless the suicides of 
children are almost invariably due tothe 
imitative tendency. Of the cases this month, 
one was of a 10-year-old boy in Hamilton, O., 
who died denying that he had taken poison, 
but whose playmate had seen him take it. 
Possibly this death was accidental, but itis 
hardly necessary to say that there are well- 
authenticated cases of child suicide.

A RUMOR THAT CHINA’S WARSHIP - 
FEATED THE JAPS. 


Great Britain’s Efferts te Step the War 
Preve Fraitiess—Canten Ferts De- 
fended by Biack Fiags—Tekio Re- 
ee Oger Japanese Victories—Li 
Hung and the Yellew Jacket. 


YOKOHAMA, Japan, Aug. s. — There has 
been further fighting in Corea between the 
armies of Japan and Ohina, and the Chinese 
have been defeated. Sei-Koan has been 
taken by the Japanese with trifling loss. 
The Chinese in this engagement lost 500 
killed. Theenemy fied in the direction or 
Koshi. The Japanese are in possession of 
Yasban. 

An imperial ordinance just issued permits 
the Chinese to reside in Japan on condition 
that they engage in peaceful pursuits. 

The greatest excitement prevails here and 
at Tokio and at other large towns as a result 
of the victories of the Japanese troops. 

Rumors, however, are current that the 
Japs’ navai forces have been defeated in aa 
engagement with Chinese warships. 


WATCHING ENGLAXD. 

Paris, Aug. 8.—The Matin to-day publishes 
along article on the relationsof the Euro- 
pean powers to China, Japan and Corea. 
The editor is most apprehensive of a covert 
attempt at overreaching on the part of Great 
Britain. After advising France to remain 
neutral as long as possible, he says: If. 
however, any power except China and Japan 
seek to sain an advantage in Corea France 
must hold in reserve the right to act so as to 
secure a similar advantage for herself. 

It would be necessary also to readjust the 
Dalance of power in case it should de de- 
stroyed by Great Britain occupying Port 
Hamilton or Russia occupying Port Las- 
are. 

BLACK FLAGS AT CANTOR. 

Hone Kore, Aug. 8.—The Viceroy of Kwang 
Htung has enlisted 5 000 Black Flags with 
which to strengthen the garrisons of the 
Canton River forts. In addition the Viceroy 
has stationed four gunboats at Tiger Island, 
in the Canton River, and has laid mines at 
Foo Chow and Tamsui. The V iceroy of Kwang 
Htung has also closed the light-house on the 
southern coast. 

PEACE PROPOSALS FAIL. 

SHanocual, Aug. 8.—Itis officially reported 
from Tien Tsein that the efforts of Great 
Britain and Russia to Dring about a peaceful 
settlement of the disputes between China 
and Japan have failed. China is willing to 
pay an indemnity, but she refuses to sur- 
render her suzeranity over Corea.

Desperate Fight of Deputy Sheriffs 
With Polish Miners. 


One of the Latter Fatally and Two 
Officers Badly Wounded. 


AN OUTGROWTH OF THE &sTRIXE In 
SPRING VALLEY, 


. 


The Militia Called om for Assistance—A 
Meb Surreunded ibe Deputies and 
Armed With Cavairy Sabers Threat- 
ened to Exterminate Them—Free Use 
of Bayorets Dreve the Crowd Away. 


LASALLE, III., Aug. 8.—In attempting to 
arrest a Polish miner named Joseph Schur- 
man, a desperate character, this morning, 
Schurman was fatally shot and two deputy 
sheriffs were wounded with saber thrusts. 

Deputy Sheriffs Thomas Hanley, A. A, 
Coliey, Michael Drennan and Thomas Bren- 
nan went to the home of Joseph Schurman, 
who with his wife occuples rooms in his 
parents’ house. The Sheriffs surrounded 
the house to prevent an escape, Schurman 
having twice before got away from the off- 
cers. He is a notoriously vicious and des- 
perate character and was wanted for the 
prominent part he pleyed in the riots in the 
Union shaft six weeks ago, when the com- 
pany’s men at work were sobrutally beaten 
as they came from the shaft. 

Deputy Sheriff Hany went to the door of 
the house and knocked. Receiving no reply 
he went to the window and heard the rattle 
of something that afterward proved to be 
cavalry sabers, which the inmates had kept 
stored under the beds. Hanley opened the 
Dlinds and was met with Anton schurman, 
Joseph's father, who brandished a long 
saber and tried to cu! Hanley. Then an en- 
trance was forced into the house by break 
ing in the door asd the Sheriffs were 
confronted with the older and younger 
Schurman and their wives, allarmed with 
sabers. A determined attempt was made by 
the sheriffs to disarm their opponents and it 
was not until one @ their number, A. A. 
Colley, had been — wounded that 
they resorted to the use offirearms. Three 
shots were fired and young Shurmaa fell to 
the floor mortally wounded. The miners 
living in the neighborhood hearing the shots 
rushed from their homesto the scene of the 
disturbance, and an effort was made to mob 
the Sheriffs. A telephone message was sent 
to the militia barracks, and their prompt re- 
sponse probably saved the lives of the Dep- 
uty Sheriffs, who were Dy this time sur- 
rounded dy an angry anG determined mob of 
desperate foreigners, many of whom were 
armed. 

The militiamen u@ed their bayonets and 
dispersed the mob. The incident has aroused 
the anarchistic elem@at,whoare now vowing 
vengeance against te deputies, and the 
soldiers are now on mard around the hotel 
where the wounded @puty is lying. A state 
of intense excitement prevails and it is 
feared there will be more bloodshed before 
the day is over. 


IN COKFLICT. 


Fights Between Usitoa and Nou-Union 
Butehers ia South Omaha. 


OMAHA, Neb, Aug. 8.There were a number 
of minor conflicts between the strikers and 
non-union wort men in Scuth Omaha to-day, 
but no very serious outbreaks. At the in- 
stance of Mayor Johnson of South Omaha, the 
Board of Fire and Police Commissioners 
held a special session to-day and con- 


sidered an apreal for the loan 
of a force of policemen to aid the South 
Omaha officers in preserving order.

INCREASED FREIGHT RATES. 


RPoard cf Railway Commissioners Protest 
Against the Advanoe. 


The Board of Rallway and Warehouse Com- 
missioners of Missouri bave issued a circular 
to the railroads of the State who have re- 
cently increased local freight rates, notifying 
them that their action was not approved by 
the boardanc instructing them to restore the 
old rates. In the cirtular the board state 
that in 1893 they were considering the ques- 
tion of a general reduction of freight rates in 
the State in the interest of producers and 
consumers. In considering the question 
it appeared that the effect of the proposed 
reduction would be to affect the railroad 
companies to an extent not justified 
by the existing circumstances or war- 
ranted by equity. The conditions are 
not materiaily changed as far as 
the volume of traffic is concerned 
and are by no means improved as concerns 
the State. The commissioners, therefore, 
believe that any increase in freight rates is 
unjust and unwarranted. The board also 
issued an order requiring all rallroa ds doing 
business in Kansas City to put in track 
scales for the weighing of grain at all ele- 


vators on their respective lines.

Ta the Middle of the Night He Left His

Henry Waonohsan committed suicide last 
night at his residence, 1611 Morgan street, 
by taking rougu on rats. He was in bad 
health, having been paralyzed last year. and 
was unable to earn a living. He left a widow 
and two children, a boy of 4 and a 
girl of 512 years of age. 
He was 7 years old. Waonohsan recently 
disposed ot his saloon at 707 North Sixteenth 
street, and it is said was in great perplexity 
about money matters. 

Mrs. Bertha Waonohsan said der hus- 
band came home last a 
o’clock, seemingly in good spirits. 
She went to bed shortly efterward and he 
followed after she had gone to sleep. About 2 
o’clock he asked for a drink of water. She 
gave it to him and both went to sleep. At 
5 o’clock she woke and. found 
her husband vomiting. Sbeasked what 
he had dne, suspecting that he had 
Carried out an oft- made threat, and he 
— owned that he had tagen rougu on 
rats. 

Norman Haynes, a young man living in the 
house, summoned Dr. Robert J. O’Retily of 
1722 Washington avenue, but Waonobsan 
was beyond ho He died before 7 o’clock. 
Though he suffered great 22 the wan 
joked up to half an hour of his death, seem- 
ing to be giad that Bis death would solve 
some of the family problems. 

STRICKEN WITH PARALYSIS. 

On May 15, 1898, Waonohsan was stricken 
with paralysis. He and Haynes, his dar- 
tender, were standing talking in the saloon 
when Henry became suddenly speechiess. 
His right arm and entire right side were 
pera) zed, Dr. William Kier of 307 South 

roadway attended the stricken man, but 
he never recovered completely. After three. 
months of Ulness he was able to 80 to 
Hot Springs. He spent several 
months there and was better until sprin 
time. The warm weather seemed to affe 
his brain and he was sent to Okawrille, III., 
forrest. He returned home not more than 
two weeks ago, Haynes and Mrs, Waonoh- 
san said he acted and talked aber 
and she did not trust him. 
He often spoke of ending his ite, She did 
not believe he would do so but was fearful. 

Woonohsan was not drunk last night, Mrs. 
Woonohsan said. though he drank and 
smoked some. His physician tried to induce 
bim to guilt these habits but unsuccessfully. 


HIS FINANCIAL WORRIES. 


Shortly after returning from TIilinols 


Waonchsan sold his saloon to James Demp- 


sey of the same neighborhood. The sale was 
made on Monday, July 219, at 10 o'clock, 


p. m., according to Haynes. Haynes said 
he opposed such haste but Henry was not to 
be put off. He gave a bill of sale for the 
saloon, 

stock and fixtures, Accepting in payment a 
lot of land at Sedalia, where de proposed 
starting another saloon. Haynes said Henry 
had not yet got the warranty deed from Se- 
dalia and he was visibly worried about the 
matter. He held frequent conversations with 
Dempsey, who tried to reassure him that the 
decd would be delivered as soon asthe pa- 
pers could be made out In Sedalia. 

The deceased left $1,000 of insurance. He 
was bora in Germany, Dut had been in this 
country twenty years and had deen mar- 
ried for seven years. 

The saloon is mortgaged, and Dempsey has 
begun, according to Haynes, to close it out. 
He made Dempsey close up the saloon to- 
day in order that a settlement could be made 
after the funeral.
